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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The limitations that are primarily responsible for distinguishing the claims of this 
application over the prior art are the limitations concerning the donor antenna having a 
reflecting member surrounding it longitudinally as recited in the independent claims of 
this application, claims 1. 6, 10, 14 and 18. 

Proper motivation could not be found in the prior art to combine such a donor 
antenna with the limitations concerning a coverage antenna, tower and signal 
processing device as recited in the claims of this application.
